To THE HONORABLE BOARD or PUBLIC LANDS AND BUILDINGS: 

Gentlemen—Pursuant to the requirements of the law, I have 
the honor to present the biennial report of the Nebraska State 
Penitentiary, covering the time between the 1st day of Decem- 
ber, 1882, and the 50th day of November, 1884. 

You are respectfully referred to the recommendations con- 
cerning appropriations for the support of the institution; to the 
recommendations concerning the wants of the institution; to the 
general remarks; and to a series of tabulated statements and 
statistics concerning the inmates of the institution. 
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APPROPRIATIONS.

The above appropriation items are self explanatory. Under 
the head, “For General Repairs,” I have included in the esti- 
mate the amount necessary to carry out a few and needed im- 
provements. 

The boilers in use at the present time are in a very precarious 
condition, and it is a necessity to provide for a new boiler or set 
of boilers and appliauces thereto. The boiler room in the main 
building should be vacated, and the new apparatus should be 
placed in a room in the north “L” of the building aetually used 
for shop rooms, In my estimation, the room now used by the 
lessee for a blacksmith shop, would answer the purpose, and the 
bathing room located immediately west of the same, could be 
supplied with the bathing faci:ities wanting af the present time. 

The east wall gate is in a dilapidated condition, and a new 
gate must be supplied. A double iron cage gate should be pro- 
vided there. The increased business in the shape of hauling in 
and out of articles manufactured iu the prison, and of freights, 
together with the constant increase of the number of the inmates 
of the prison, imperiously demand that‘the opening in the’ east 
wall be strongly guarded. i 

General repairs to the buildings within the walls will absorb 
the balance remaining after the improvements above referred to . 
have been completed. 

The appropriation for library purposes is needed very much 
indeed. Rebinding of a great number of books is an urgent 
necessity. In the course of the year 1884, Mr. W. T. Jones, of 
1,020 Q street, Lincoln, Nebraska, presented to the prison. li- 
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brary a series of 225 magazines in a very good condition. With 
the thanks of this institution for his liberality, it is due the gen- 
tleman, I think, that these magazines be: properly pound, and 
that the donation be recorded therein. 

A liberal supply of new and useful books should be provided; 
and the whole library properly eatalogued. 


GENERAL REMARKS. 


rrt: — 


CONDITION OF THE WARDEN OF THE STATE PENITENTIARY. 


I beg leave to here reprint the remarks I submitted in my last 
biennial report iu relation of the condition of the Warden of 
this institution, No action followed therefrom, and the remarks 
I thought just and equitable ther, remain so, and I suggest that 
your honorable body give them the attention the scope of the 
subject comports. ` 


1 said then: 
“The condition of the Warden of this institution is a matter 


**T desire to place before your honorable body for consideration. 

« My opinion, that it is behind the average condition of the 
‘wardens and superintendents of similar institutions throughout 
“the country, after the few remarks I take the liberty to offer 
will, I am confident, bé shared by your body. 

«The original ‘Act to provide for the erection of 4 peniten- 
“tiary and for the care and custody of State convicts,’ is still 
~ “in force. 

“Section 15 provides: ‘That the officers of the penitentiary 
**ahall consist of one Warden, who shall be principal keeper of 
«the penitentiary, and a clerk of the Board of Inspectors Eo E 
“cand who shall reside at the prison? * * * 

“Section 29 provides: ‘There shall be paid to the officers of 
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«ithe prison the following yearly salary and compensation, to- 
«€ wit: To the Warden the sum of fifteen hundred dollars? * * 

“Section 66 provides: ‘The Warden is entitled to the use of 
“*the house built for him, and the necessary.fuel and light for 
«* the same, to be supplied from the common stock of the prison 
“< free of charge.’ ö 

<< The above are the provisions: of our statute Rear the con- 
„dition of the Warden of this institution, and the same have; 
* without change, been in force for nearly thirteen years. 

“Without stopping to point out the condition of heads of 
“other of our State institutions, I shall present a synopsis of the 
* condition of some of the wardens or superintendents of other 
“similar institutions, as per their official statements: 

«The warden of the northern Illinois state prison at Joliet, 
“receives a yearly salary ot twenty-five hundred dollars ($2,- 
“ 500.00), is furnished with house, fucl, light, and board for him- 
“self and family. 

‘The Warden of the Kansas State prison at Lansing receives 
< a yearly salary of two thousand ($2,000.00); is furnished with 
^ house; fuel, light and board for himself and family. 

* The superintendent of the Detroit house of correction, De- 
“troit, Michigan, receives a yearly salary of three thousand dol- 
“ lars ($3,000.00); is furnished with house, fuel, light and board 
“for himself and family. 

“The Warden of the Minuesota State prison, at Stillwater, 
“receives an annual salary of twenty-five hundred dollars 
« $2,500.00); is furnished with house, fuel, and light and board 
* for himself and family. 

“The Warden of the Wisconsin State prison, at Waupun, re- 
" ceives a yearly salary of two thousand ($2,000.00); is provided 
"with house, fuel and light, and.board for himself, family and 
“ guests; also with team of horses and carriages. 

“The Warden of the Southern Illinois penitentiary, at Ches- 
"ter, receives a yearly salary of twenty-five hundred dollars 
^ ($2,500.00); is furnished with house, fuel and light and board 
* for himself and family. 
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“The Warden of the Missouri State prison, at Jefferson, re- 
“ ceives an annual salary of twenty-two hundred and fifty dollars 
“ ($2,250.00); is furnished with house, fuel, light and servants, 
* male and female. 

“The Warden of the California State prison, at St. Quentin, 
* receives an annual salary of three thousand dollars ($3,000.00); 
is furnished with house, light, board for himself and family and 
"all household expenses. ` 

“The Warden of the Massachusetts State prison, at Warner- 
* ville, receives an annual salary of. thirty-five hundred dollars 
* ($3,500.00); is furnished with fuel, light, house and furniture. 

« My intention in bringing this matter to your attention has 
* not been to complain at my present comparatively low salary 
“and few privileges in a personal way, but rather to call your 
* attention to other institutions of this character, with the hope 
* that yourselves and the Legislature may see what seems to me 
* an apparent injustice." 


CONDITION OF THE GUARDS AND KEEPERS OF THE STATE PENITENTIARY. 


The eondition of the guards and keepers of the Penitentiary 
is entirely under the control of your Honorable Body. 
Section 12 of the act referred to above provides: “There shall 


be paid to the officers of the prison ..............., to the assistant 

keeners and guards such sums as the Board deem just and 
F g 

proper. 


Now the salaries paid to the guards and keepers, range from 
$20.80 to $30.00 per month. They receive their board tree, but 
are charged for their washing. 

I contend that this remuneration is totally inadequate with the 
services those men render the State, They are not authorized 
to absent themselves while off duty without special leave, Their 
services may be called for at any time, day or night; and in the.“ 
average they are on duty from 13 to 14 hours per day. 

The services of a man with Jamily I ani compelled to decline, 
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for the simple reason that no one man can support a family on 
$20.80 per month. The force is composed of young men, as à 
rule, who oftentimes resign their situations after a sho t experi- 
ence. This causes a constant change in the force, and is detri- 
mental in the extreme to good order and discipline. 

I suggest to your Honorable Body the propriety of revising 
the salary list paid to guards and keepers, upon the following 
basis:

CONDITION OF THE PRISON PHYSICIAN AND PRISON CHAPLAIN. 


The condition of the Prison Physician and Prison Chaplain 
should also have your attention. Their salaries are regulated by 
the action of your Honorable Body. 

I wouid here merely point to the fact that the remuneration 
they receive is to this day the original amount allowed by the 
Board of Inspectors at the foundation of the institution, and 
that the population of the prison having nearly trebled, their 
labor should receive substantia] recognition. 


DISCIPLINE. 


The discipline of the Prison is good. Though not a matter of 
their choice, the prisoners realize that they have all to gain by a 
proper deportment and a cheerful compliance with the established 
rules. 

Infringements of the rules when not serious, are punished by 
the withdrawal for a certain length of time of the privileges 
allowed the prisoners. Serious offenses are punished by confine- 
ment in dark cell on bread and water, 
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These are the only punishments inflicted in this Prison, and 
they are found effective with the most vicious cases. 

lam glad to be enabled to state that the punishments within 
the time covered by this report, have been decreasing consider- 
ably. It is my aim to have prisoners understand that their com- 
parative comfort while in confinement, is a matter wholly of their 
own choice, and the success of my efforts in that direction can- 
not be better evidenced than by the decrease of punishment in- 
flicted. 


PHYSICAL AND MORAL CONDITION OF THE PRISON, 


I refer your Honorable body to the reports of the Prison pave 
cian and Prison Chaplain appended hereto. 

The physical condition of the prisoners has been for a canbe 
of years past in the care of Dr. O. Carter, of Lincoln. 

"That only one death has occurred in the period covered by his 
report shows plainly—if the condition of some of the prisoners 
at their arrival is taken in consideration—that his unrelenting 
efforts are most successful. 

Two cases of voluntary suicide have occurred in the same 
period. Unforeseen casualties, the best of care cannot avoid. 

Rev. P. W. Howe, of Lincoln, has ministered to the moral 
wants of the inmates for nearly two years. 

The Sunday meetings at which he presides are made attractive - 
to most of the inmates, 

Not confining himself to the mere expounding of the Scrip- 
tures and. faith—an arduous and generally sterile effort, those 
who are conversant with prison life will bear me out—his dis- 
courses have the characteristics of good, sound, and wholesome 
lectures, rather than the imprint of the ministerial sermon. 

In this, Rev. Howe has, I might say, struck the key of the sit- 
uation, and I am confident his efforts will bring their reward. 

It is my privilege to here bear witness to the cordial relations 
existing between Dr. Carter, Rev. Howe,and myself, both official 
and personal,

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CHAPLAIN'S REPORT. 


To the Honorable Warden of the Nebraska State Penitentiary : 


It becomes my duty as Chaplain of the Penitentiary to report 
io you the condition and results of my work with the prisoners 
under your charge. ; , 

During the twenty-two months since my appointment, regular 

‘weekly services have been: held in the chapel. The ‘prisoners 
have at all times paid the strictest attention, have evinced a deep 
interest in the themes presented, and I believe have been much 
benefited. A choir organized among the prisoners has greatly 
added to the impressiveness of the services, The co-operation of 
the officers and men employed in the Penitentiary has made my 
work not only agreeable, but has aided in securing the best 
results. Nothing has occurred to disturb the kindly feeling ex- 
isting between us. The results for good in the work done the 
future only can determine. It is to be hoped that the seeds of 
religious truth here sown will bring av abundant harvest. 

I would like to make some suggestions, the carrying out of 
which will greatly aid in my work: 

First. Our chapel needs to be more inviting and pleasant. 
Long observation and experience have taught me the inestimable 
value of pleasant surroundings for those we wish to reform. The 
chapel should be comfortably seated, a good desk provided, and 
a good organ should replace the very poor one we are now using. 
Hymn books should be furnished the choir, and everything prac, 
ticable done to make the chapel attractive—a pleasant place for 
the poor prisoner to look forward to entering for sixty minutes 
of each week, and where we may be assured he will wish to make 
his inner life accord with the improved surroundings. 

My second suggestion is, that the clothing of the prisoners be 
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changed to a solid color, and the stripes worn only as a punish- 
ment, or when outside the walls. That the uncouth dress is de- 
pressing and demoralizing I do not doubt. In those prisons 
where this change has been made the results have been uniformly 
beneficial. EE <; l 

When prisoners are released money should be furnished to give 
transportation to their distant homes, instead of leaving them 
helpless in a strange community to make their way back unaided-' 
or as is often the case, to fall into crime and again return to the 
prison. 

My interest in the prisoner makes me bold in making these. 
suggestions. I am more firmly impressed every day that the 
work of our prisons should be reformatory, that their inmates 
should go back to society morally strengthened to become safe 
and helpful members of society. This is the end for which L 
labor, and my gratitude goes out to you and all connected with 
the prison for the assistance and kindness extended to me in the 
religious work which has fallen into my hands.

Drar Srr—I have the honor to submit my report of the sick 
and wounded of the Nebraska State Penitentiary, for the two 
years ending November 30, 1884. 

There has been but one death from disease during the past 
‘two years. H. O. Case, died of consumption, June 16th, 1883. 

The drainage has been increased, and in my opinion has in no 
small degree lessened the death rate of the prison. Hygiene is 
strictly observed and no infringement on its rules is permitted 
by you, which tends to make the prisoners healthy. 

In conclusion, allow. me to return my sincere thanks for cour- 
tesy extended to me by yourself and the officers of the prison in 
general.
